Although most of the political talk has 
been centered on the lack, so far, of strong 
opposition to Gov. Talmadge, there are a 
number of other Statehouse offices to be 
filled in the Summer primary that deserve 
attention, 

All these offices are important. They 
ought to be the subject of almost as much 
thought by the voters as is the Governor’s 
office. | 

Of the eleven more important State- 
house offices to be filled this year, only 
one incumbent has announced opposition, 
though there is talk of opposition in two 
more. We hastily put at rest any impres- 
sion we are trying to whip up opposition 
to the incumbents. We are not. But the 
situation involving the Governor has so 
long been the center of the political stage 
we feel the voters ought to be thinking of 
the other offices, too. An informed elec- 
torate is the first requisite to good govern- 
ment, 


There is talk-of opposition to State 
Comptroller General Zack Cravey. Agri- 
culture Commissioner Tom Linder, too, 
may have a contest. George Gaisert, | of 
Spalding County, and former Sen.

Daniell, of Metter, are rumored to be 
thinking of running against him.

Can the Ruble Compete? 


If you will take your map and look at 
the vast land area Russia has added to its 
domain with the conquest of China and 
then consider the fact that approximately 
one-third of the world’s population now is 
under control of the Kremlin, Russia’s lat- 
est currency move will reveal itself as 
a great deal more than propaganda. 


There is propaganda value, of course. 
And the Soviet will exploit it fully. While 
other nations have been devaluing their 
eurrency along comes Russia to upgrade 
hers and at the same time pégging it to a 
gold base. That will sound good in satel- 
lite countries. And it may sound good in 
other, financially hard pressed, areas. 


The old ruble rate, which was strictly 
arbitrary and did not reflect true values, 


was 5.3 to the dollar. The new rate is only ° 


four rubles to the dollar. It is still a “cap- 
tive” currency. 


What Russia is trying to do—and there 
is possibility she may succeed—is to create 
the ruble as the competitor, in Soviet 
areas, to the dollar. The Iron Curtain has 
been tremendously successful in closing 
off the Soviet sphere in every way except 
in regard to the dollar. The dollar is 
as much sought after in Moscow and Sofia 
and Budapest as anywhere in the world. 
Russia’s recent trade agreement with Red 
China provided for payments in terms of 
United States dollars.

We think 120 days is little enough for 
the sixteenth traffic offense in the space 
of little more than a year.

Authorities are more and more inclined 
to the idea that the Kremlin is determined 
to make the Soviet domain a single entity 
complete with its own economy and its 
own hard currency, as well as its own po- 
litical beliefs. Moscow, of course, will be 
the ruling center of the empire. It may 
come to a point where Western countries 
will be represented only in Moscow. This 
country already has severed relations with 
Bulgaria because of a calculated campaign 
of abuse. Returning Minister Donald 
Heath said Government officials at Sofia 
were somewhat taken aback by the United 
States action. But officials of Communist 
governments, even those in relatively high 
places, are not told all the plans of the 
Kremlin. It remains possible, and. prob- 
able, that satellites have been ordered to 
provoke diplomatic breaks with this coun- 
try and the West. Eventually that may 


leave Moscow as our only listening post... 


Revaluation of the ruble is another 
aggressive step in Russia’s prosecution of 
the cold war.. While it may be comfort- 
ing to view it strictly as a propaganda 
move, it is better to examine all the evi- 
dence and direct our course accordingly. 

Russia may be able to wield the de- 
sired influence within its own sphere. But 
until the ruble is made convertible on a 
free market it can never become a com- 
petitor with the dollar in the true inter- 
national sense.

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Boyhood When our chirping and chattering herd of young- 
. sters was at last in the park, comprehending not at 
all what an airplane was, we saw the two machines parked in 
the infield of the half-mile race track.

than a motorcycle engine of today, but at last thinned out into a 
steady run. The pilot took his seat. He sat on the frame, com- 
pletely in the open, with no cockpit about him. The wheels were 
like small bicycle wheels with small rubber tires. He went bump- 
ing over the grass of the infield and at last climbed into the 
air, our thin cheers following him aloft. I never forgot that. 
There was born, then and there, the mighty desire some day to fly. 

It was early in 1918 before I made it, at Quantico, Va., where 
a pilot, then experimenting with parachutes, gave mea ride for 
helping him pull his small pontoon craft in and out of the water. 
Later I flew in the old Fords, Kingbirds and Condors. I stil] think 
the Condors, which were biplanes, were very fine airplanes. They 
were exciting in that they were somewhat subject to drafts of 
winds in landing and taking off. When Douglas came out with its 
DC-1, DC-2 and, finally, the famous DC-3, I fell in love with an 
airplane—the DC-3. They make larger ones now, with more 
power and with greater room. But for my money there will 
never be a better airplane than the DC-3. When they made it. 
they caught up with my generation. These other ships are for the 
newer generations. 


Crossing When Lindbergh flew the Atlantic, I was one of the 

most excited persons in the world. Then and there 
was born a great and keen desire some day to fly the Atlantic. 
It was 1943 when that dream came true. We flew from Baltimore, 
via Botwood, Newfoundland, in an old British flying boat. Its 
takeoff was a real thrill. It needed acres of water and its run 
was a good mile or more before its four engines could lift the huge 
hulk out of the water. It was midway of the war. All her insula- 
tion had been stripped out to reduce weight. We sat huddled and 
shivering in blankets, taking our shoes off at intervals to massage 
our freezing feet. 
Shannon, in which we landed. I remember Ireland from the air 
as we came in from the sea—the haystacks, the carts and the 
people moving about the farmhouses seen through broken mists 
below. From Shannon, British Spitfires picked us up and escorted 
us to a landing in the old, shallow harbor of Pool, England. The 
dream had come true. I had flown the Atlantic. 

Since then I’ve been lucky and had‘another dream come true, a 
flight around the world, and several more across the Atlantic. Now 
they have cut the crossing from Newfoundland from 13 hours in 
the old flying boat to about five by DC-6, Constellation, or Boeing’s 
Stratocruiser. The DC-4s were the Atlantic crossers during the war. 
They, too, were magnificent. 

Well, I found myself, waiting for departure on the “plush” of one 
of TWA’s Constellations, thinking about the excitement of the 
secret departure in 1943, of the old flying boat coming out of the 
mists over Ireland ... the Spitfire-escorted flight to Pool, the 
train ride into the dark of London and my walk down Fleet Street’s 
dungeon-like night to see old friends at the Associated Press Bu- 
reau—the ruins of gutted buildings ghostly in the gloom, and 
the smell of burned wood and “things” coming from them.

SOUTHERN COMPACT 


The Bumps Have Been Hard 


This is the fourth in a series of five articles on the South’s 
new Regional Education Program, and Georgia’s part in it. 


A recital of progress by the Regional Program of Education 
set up by the Southern States looks good on paper and sounds 
splendid—but there have been bumps and headaches along the 


way. 

There have been misconcep- 
tions as to the program’s pur- 
poses and its policies. Since the 
program is the first of its type 
in the nation’s history, explain- 
ing its functions to the tax-pay- 
ing public whose program it is 
has not been easy. 

At the outset, the staff in At- 
lanta was besieged with applica- 
tions from people who thought 
the program provided scholar- 
ships to individual students. It 
does not. The money the State 
pays goe. to the institution, 
which in effect means the State 
is “buying” edycation from out- 
of-state schools for its residents 
who can’t get such training at 
home. 

MANY PEOPLE thought, too, 
that the plan called for the 
establishment of “regional 
schools.” This plan was dis- 
cussed in the early planning 
stages, but was discarded. The 
plan instead operates to 
strengthen schools already estab- 
lish, and to widen the areas they 
serve. 

Some school people opposed 
the plan because they felt “re 
gional schools” would merely 
add to the competition and du- 

plication which has been an ex- 
ve, inefficient burdén in 
the development of educational 
institutions. ‘.ctually, the oppo- 
site is true—the philosophy of 
the South’s program is to get 
more efficient use of money in- 
vested in education through 
state-by-state planning, with the 
planning looking toward needs 
of. the region as well as the 
state. It means wider use, less 
duplication, stronger institutions. 
It adds up to efficiency and/bet- 
ter education. 

At the outset, the regional ed- 
ucation program was assailed by 
some as an instrument set up 
by the Southern Governors to 
extend segregation. To all such 
comment, Board Chairman Mil- 
lard Caldwell, former Governor 
of Florida, cited the policy un- 
der which the regional program 
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was created: “To assist States 
and institutions and agencies 
concerned with higher education 
i: their efforts to advance 
knowledge and to improve the 
social economic level of the 
Southern region.” It was created 
to serve all the youth of the re- 
gion. 

The Board is an instrument of 
the States, serving the region. It 
cannot have a policy for or 
against segregation, but must 
serve the States as State laws 
require and permit. And Cald- 
well has pointed out on numer- 
ous occasions that the question 
of segregation is one for each 
State to decide. 

In Maryland, the regional pro- 
gram was used as a defense by 
that State against a suit brought 
by a Negro student seeking ad- 
mission to the University’s 
school of nursing. Maryland said 
it was providing equal facilities 
by offering facilities of Meharry 
Medical College, in Nashville, 
threugh the regional program. 
The case has not been finally de- 
cided, but the Board of Control 
filed an intervention, stating 
that the program was not intend- 
ed to relieve the States of any 
responsibility under the Four- 
teenth Amendment of the Unit- 
ed States Constitution. 

IN A RECENT issue of “High- 
er Education,” Caldwell wrote: 
“States’ responsibilities under 
the Fourteenth Amendment 
must be determined by the 
States themselves. The regional 
plan must function with due re: 
gard for the laws as they exist.” 

In its first full year of opera- 
tion, the regional program has 


207 white student and 181 Ne- 


gro students enrolled under re- 
gional contracts in southern in- 
stitutions, which retain full con- 
trol of admission policies and 
practices. It is thus achieving its 
purpose of providing the educa- 
tion southern students want and 


need to a growing number, by | 
making fuller, broader use of 


the South’s institutions. 


Truman's ‘Civil Rights’ Program Search for a Candidate 


There are areas of thought and liberty which have been lost to Americans 
through the excitement of clamor and slogans, but which, like Alsace-Lorraine 
and other lost provinces of history, may yet be redeemed. Mr. Truman is now try- 

SN ing to conquer more territory with demands for his so-called civil liberties pro- 
gram. The mere fact that most of the people long ago dully succumbed to the 

BS A that unions were sacred because their members were working men does not establish the 
truth of that fallacy. The people can be wrong and those who believed the unions were sacred were 
wrong. I was one who so believed. We sympathized with workers on small wages under bad 
conditions and carelessly believed that unions were sincere organizations of poor, virtuous citizens. 


By this mistake, we enabled the unions to 
establish powers and special privileges which 
4iave made them dangerous cies against 
the rights and welfare of the whole people and 
the States, including the people who are perforce 
members and dues-payers. 


Congress, the Legislatures and the courts 
were carried away by the same emotional en- 
thusiasm. Some of the directors of the fal- 
lacy were coldly intelligent cynics who knew 
what they were doing. But as a people we 
are not that smart and this loss of ground 
to the dark forces of the union movement 
was a genuinely public error. It was a great 
mistake to concede to unions a right to vio- 
late the Sherman anti-trust law and an- 
other to hold them above the power of the 
ceurts to restrain them from using Sones 
against their victims. 


It would have been wrong to grant these spe- 
cial privileges to any group, whether they had 
mortar on their shoes or plug hats on their heads. 
There is nothing in poverty that ennobles the 
poor man above the fellow with a roof over his 
head. The cut of a citizen's jib should neither 
avail nor deny him any right. But, actually, we 
did not grant the powers to the people who. were 
members and who were yet to become members 

Actually, we granted these pow- 


So there is a rich lost province of thought, 
waiting to be recaptured. To 


boys, deported the women and children, and 
razed the town. The degree of that revenge was 
severe, but the principle was exactly the same as 
Truman’s in the anti-lynching matter. If Selma, 
Ala., should have a lynching and it seemed to a 
Federal authority that the police and sheriff were 
remiss, then all Selma would have to pay. But 
if Flint, Mich., were to suffer another criminal 
insurrection under the auspices of the CIO, that 
would be no lynching. 


This and the so-called fair practice propo- 
sal are alike in that they try to extend the 
authority of the Federal Government into 
business which is none of its business under 
the Constitution. A is local police 
business. At worst, it is State business. Its 
advocates invoke the “ welfare” to 
justify their invasion of State’s rights here 
by the same reasoning they may pass a Fed- 
eral law against dumping garbage out of 
windows.

What this city needs is co-ordination. 


Excepting perhaps a better develcped children’s participation 
theater movement, the community has one or two of every group 
of creative arts known*to men, and the only thing that is needed 
is for them to know about each other and get together. 


The survey began two years ago, with the basic hope that the 
research would uncover the need for a Cultural Council here... a 
kind of Fine Arts Planning Council to channel leisure-time activi- 
ties and outlets for relaxing Atlantans. 


There was a suspicion among Junior League ranks that too many 
people were shooting at the same goal, artistically speaking, and 
all entirely oblivious to each other. The idea was to bring them 
together, or at least give them a knowledge of each other’s existence. 


More than 50 Junior League members worked on the volume, 
making 1,200 contacts and conducting 1,200 interviews, all under 
— direction of Mrs. Lon Grove, who edited their findings into final 
orm, 

Mrs. Grove stated the purpose in an editor’s note: ‘‘To present 
an intelligible concept of Atlanta’s cultural resources to date, and 
to encourage participation in those resources; to point. up what 
co-ordination within the arts could do for Atlanta, and to guide 
future planning programs toward a better balanced and more com- 
plete realization. 


“Fine Arts are not to be considered as the flimsy dessert 
of life, nor as merely “euphemia for folly,” but they must 
evolve as an integral part of the moral, the economic and the 
industrial development of a community.” 


Dr. Allen D. Albert, Jr., noted in the foreword: 


“To know a people know how it spends its leisure ... This is 
a fitting time to survey the cultural resources with which we ap- 
proach the waking hours beyond the 40-hour work period—some 
56 hours a week not counting for sleep ... perhaps even more 
important are opportunities available beyond the day we put down 
our tools.” , 

The book was illustrated by students of High Museum and in- 
cludes a cover photograph by Kenneth Rogers, of The Constitution. 
It will be available free to the public in hotels, waiting rooms, at 
the Chamber of Commerce and wherever its distribution will be 
helpful.

- Never Wash Stockings, 
Squeeze ‘Em, Instead

“Never wash your stockings.” 

Well, what can you expect from one of the few women 
in the world who never has to worry about where her next 
pair is coming from? 

“I never wash my stockings,” said Mello M. Meldram, 
President of the Morton Hosiery Mills and designer and 
manufacturer of Peg Malloy stockings. 


“T squeeze them out.” 

Mrs. Meldram, who also happens to be the only woman Bperat- 
ing her own busintss in the entire industry, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday, full of tips on the latest legwear colors and advice for the 
woman who would like to have fewer worries about her stockings. 

“T get an average of five weeks’ wear, every day, out of every 
single pair of stockings I own,” she mentioned casually. 

In answer to the raised eyebrows this remark incurred, Mrs, 
Meldram explained that there was nothing remarkable in this. 
Any other woman could make the same claim by following a few 
simple rules. 

“First,” she pointed out, “be 
sure that your stockings fit cor- 
rectly. Never wash them out, 
but squeeze them gently through 
warm soapy -water and warm 
rinse water after each wearing. 
And roll them on your leg: Don’t 
pull them on.” : 

To keep stockings smooth and 
wrinkleless, Mrs. Meldram 
presses them into place with the 
palms of her hand, straightening 
the seams at the same time.
